Heroic Ann ‘deserves 
an award from Queen’ 


A HERO soldier who was given 
the George Cross for bravery in 
Afghanistan has called for North¬ 
ampton's "Supergran" to be rec¬ 
ognised with an award from the 
Queen. 

Matt Croucher was awarded the George 
Cross, one of the highest possible awards 
for gallantry in Britain, after diving on a 
grenade and saving his colleagues’ lives 
while serving in Afghanistan in 2008. 

He personally contacted the Chron yes¬ 
terday after watching the remarkable vid¬ 
eo of Ann Timson, the so-called “handbag 
heroine”, as he watched the news at home 
on Monday night. 

Mrs Timson, who is in her 70s and lives 
in Spring Boroughs, single-handedly 
fought off the gang of violent armed rob¬ 
bers as they attacked Michael Jones Jew¬ 
eller in Gold Street at 9.30am on Monday. 

Mr Croucher, who runs the security 
company Pinnacle Risk Management, 
said her bravery deserved to be recog¬ 
nised with an award from the Queen. 

He said: “I was shocked. I admire any¬ 
one who has the courage to stand up to 
armed robbers but Mrs Timson, an eld¬ 
erly woman, disregarded her own safety, 
risked grave injury or even her life. Her 
courage and bravery is incredible and if 
it wasn’t for her actions the thieves would 
have escaped. It is nice to see the older 
generation still showing the younger gen¬ 
eration how it’s done.” 

Shopkeepers yesterday reflected on 
how they watched in astonishment as 
the heroic pensioner sprinted along Gold 
Street to confront six robbers as they used 


sledgehammers to smash their way into 
the jewellers. 

Mrs Timson then began swinging her 
handbag wildly at the gang, thwarting 
the robbery on her own and causing the 
violent robbers to flee the scene empty- 
handed. The whole thing was captured on 
camera by a freelance cameraman, who 
had been filming an NHS documentary 
outside All Saints Church. Within hours 
footage of her amazing actions had spread 
across the internet, appearing on newspa¬ 
per websites in America, Australia and 
across the globe. 

Councillor Tony Clarke (Ind, Castle), a 
personal friend of Mrs Timson, described 
the pensioner’s actions as “incredible”, 
but said he believed she 
was not seeking any ac¬ 
claim: “She is an incred¬ 
ible woman, a typical 
Spring Boroughs char¬ 
acter. She is a fighter 
and a very loyal 
woman. She 
is my local 
hero. She \ 
did what 
she did 
without 
thought 
and I’m 
sure there 
will be lots 
of people 
who want to 
reward her, but 
can’t think of any¬ 
one who would like 
that less.”

Tight is 
not over’ 


MORE than 1,000 
people have signed 
a petition calling for 
the abolition of plans 
to close the library 
in a deprived area of 
Northampton. 

Campaigners lobbying 
to keep St James Library 
open handed in a petition 
featuring 1,006 signatures 
at County Hall on Mon¬ 
day, which was received by 
deputy leader Joan Kirk¬ 
bride (Con, Bugbrooke). 

Receiving the petition, 
she said: “We do not want 
to be in a position where 
we are looking at clos¬ 
ing any libraries, but the 
council has to make over 
£70 million in cuts. We will 
be looking at the results of 
the consultation to see if 
there is a way forward and 
if libraries can be kept 
open by local residents.” 

John Connolly, chair¬ 


man of St James Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said: 
“We are pleased with the 
amount of people who 
signed the petition in a 
short period of time. We 
will continue to campaign 
religiously no matter what 
the outcome is - this is not 
over yet. 

“I think they thought as 
a deprived area St James 
would be an easy target, 
but I think we have shown 
we are prepared to stand 
up and fight.” 

Graham Croucher, sec¬ 
retary of the association, 
added: “We don’t agree 
with their case for closing 
the library. It costs £25,000 
to run which works out 
at about £2.50 per person 
- which I would say is a 
fantastic investment. It 
is a small library but it is 
well used and central to 
our community. 

“Our research indicates 


it would cost £5,000 to 
£6,000 more to run this li¬ 
brary with volunteers. 

“We would like to thank 
everyone who has support¬ 
ed us and people can still 
make an impact by coming 
to the budget setting meet¬ 
ings on the 15th and 24th 
of this month.” 

Councillor Jenny Con¬ 
roy (Lib Dem, St James) 
said: “The county council 
need to hold off on these 
closures, it has been too 
quick and they need to 
work with the people of St 
James to make sure there 
are library services in this 
area. We must fight for our 
libraries.” 

Hundreds have also 
protested and signed pe¬ 
titions to save Roade and 
Moulton library from clo¬ 
sure, which are some of 
the eight libraries facing 
potential closure if the 
council’s cuts go ahead.

THE pensioner who 
fought off a gang of 
armed robbers with 
her handbag has 
described how she 
kept hitting out as a 
hammer was raised 
to her. 

Pictures of the wom¬ 
an, who the Chronicle & 
Echo has decided not to 
name nor identify in the 
pictures, were streamed 
across the world yester¬ 
day, after she was cap¬ 
tured on video interven¬ 
ing in an armed robbery 
at Michael Jones Jewel¬ 
lers in Gold Street yester¬ 
day morning. 

The woman said: “I was 
standing talking with a 
woman when I heard a 
commotion and I looked 
across and saw six young 
men on scooters. 

“At first I thought one 
of them was being set 
upon by three others. I 
was not going to stand by 
and watch somebody take 
a beating or worse so I 


tried to intervene. 

“What concerned me 
was that too many people 
just stood around watch¬ 
ing as if they were in 
shock and nobody was do¬ 
ing anything. 

“When I got closer to 
them I realised it was a 
robbery and then I was 
even more angry that 
they felt they could get 
away with what they were 
doing in broad daylight. 
One of the gang shot off 
down Gold Street on a 
scooter and nearly hit a 
woman and baby in her 
buggy 

“I clobbered him with 
my shopping but he got 
away 

“The rest of them were 
still trying to smash and 
grab at the jewellery 

“I didn’t know what 
happened next but I just 
kept swinging my bag. 

“They then tried to 
escape, I landed several 
blows against one lad 
on the back of a bike 
and brought him to the 
ground. 


“He raised a hammer 
to me so I just kept hit¬ 
ting out and shouting 
and shouting for others 
to help and bring them 
down. 

“Several people then 
came to help. It was over 
in what seems like sec¬ 
onds.” 

The woman added she 
was pleased four people 
had been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the robbery 

“I’m not a hero and it 
was maybe foolish of me 
to get involved but some¬ 
body had to do some¬ 
thing. 

“Now I just want to be 
left in peace and I feel 
very uncomfortable with 
all the press and media 
attention. 

“I’m a private person 
and do not want any press 
attention and I hope that 
the media will respect my 
wishes.” 

The have-a-go-hero said 
she would not be giving 
any further press state¬ 
ments or interviews.

Northamptonshire County Council is proposing changes to 
the running of social services 


Social 
services 
shake up 
planned 


ALL of the social serv¬ 
ices currently offered 
by Northamptonshire 
County Council could 
soon be handed over to 
a new 'local authority 
trading company' 

Officials from the county 
council published details of 
plans for the radical shake-up 
of the service on Monday 

The project would see all 
of the council’s social serv¬ 
ices, including care homes, 
day care centres, adult learn¬ 
ing services, services for the 
disabled and meals on wheels 
handed over to the newly cre¬ 
ated company 

In a report which will be 
seen by the council’s cabinet 
next week, Fiona Seymour 
from the council’s direct 
services for adults and carers 
team, said the council would 
be the main shareholder in 
the new company, but the new 
organisation would be able 
to offer its services on a com¬ 
mercial basis. 

She said: “The greatest risk 
for the council within the ex¬ 
isting challenging economic 
climate is continuing with 
‘business as usual’. 

“The existing in-house pro¬ 
vider services, whilst provid¬ 
ing high quality services, 
remain expensive when com¬ 
pared to the wider commer¬ 
cial market place.” 

She also argued that al¬ 


lowing services to remain ‘in 
house’ would see them ‘in¬ 
creasingly become economi¬ 
cally unviable and non com¬ 
petitive’. 

The council’s social serv¬ 
ices currently cost about £34 
million a year. 

The service employs about 
1,200 full-time staff and sup¬ 
ports about 12,000 people a 
year throughout the county. 

If the new company is set 
up, the council has said it will 
‘increase access for a wider 
group of people to proven 
good quality services’. 

It has also pledged that the 
authority’s services will ‘re¬ 
main intact, with continuity 
for existing customers’. 

The council has said that 
before any decision is made 
on whether the new company 
is set up, a full and detailed 
business case would have to 
be approved by members of 
the authority’s leading cabi¬ 
net. 

The initial plans to set 
up the company will be dis¬ 
cussed by the cabinet during 
a meeting at County Hall on 
Tuesday February 15. 

During the meeting, mem¬ 
bers of the cabinet are ex¬ 
pected to endorse the princi¬ 
ple of setting up the company 
and agree that further work 
should be carried out by coun¬ 
cil officials to draw up the 
business case for the change 
to take place.

A POPULAR racecourse 
which attracts thou¬ 
sands to its events is 
one of many rural busi¬ 
nesses in South North¬ 
amptonshire which 
could be "destroyed" if 
plans for a high speed 
rail route go ahead. 

Whitfield Racecourse is 
the realisation of a life-long 
dream for owner Martin 
Clarke, who spent tens of 
thousands creating the popu¬ 
lar circuit three years ago. 

But if Government plans for 
the HS2 rail link, which will 
see trains reaching speeds of 
250mph, are realised the line 
will slice right through the 
point-to-point course, created 
under the guidance of Tony 
Howland, head groundsman 
at Cheltenham Racecourse. 

Mr Clarke, who has lived 
at Manor Farm where the 
course is based for 44 years, 
said: “This racecourse is my 
baby If the route goes ahead 
it would completely destroy 
this racecourse, it would cut 
right across it. 


“It would be an absolute 
disaster for us. There is no 
way I would even want to live 
here if there is a rail track in 
my back garden. It would be 
no place for horses.” 

Nigel Taylor, who together 
with his wife Ann, runs an 
eventing centre at Washbrook 
Farm, in Aston-le-Walls, said 
the route would kill 80 per 


cent of their business. 

“We have spent 20 years 
building up this business, 
which does 20 days of horse 
trials a day, and we could lose 
it all. We have 150 acres and if 
the route goes ahead it would 
take out 40 acres on each side 
of the track,” he said. 

“No amount of compensa¬ 
tion the Government might 


offer would make up for what 
they might take away from 
us.” 

Councillor Rachel Hal- 
vorsen, {Con, Brackley West ) 
who runs Versions Farm, 
near Brackley, which would 
also be slashed by the route, 
said: “It will cut off my cattle 
from their summer grazing. I 
also have a farm shop which 
would be beside the track. 
It will change the rural idyll 
into a nightmare of noise. 

“But people don’t just want 
this from a ‘nimby’ point of 
view. It will cost householders 
£12,000 per household and the 
vast majority of people are 
not going to use it.” 

Lizzy Williams, chairman 
of campaign group Stop HS2, 
said: “This route will have a 
huge impact on the rural com¬ 
munity, with many farmers 
and people in the equestrian 
world set to suffer. 

“The hunt would also be 
badly affected, as it is going 
to change all sorts of historic 
boundaries. They may not 
hunt with foxes any more but 
they still employ a lot of peo¬ 
ple.”

Rubbish 
costs us 
all £lm 


A CRACKDOWN has 
been launched to halt 
fly tips as it is estimated 
they cost taxpayers in 
the region of £1 million 
last year, with North¬ 
amptonshire coun¬ 
cils forced to clean up 
around 1,000 dumps a 
month. 

All of Northamptonshire’s 
local authorities have joined 
forces in a bid to tackle soar¬ 
ing numbers of fly tips in the 
county which see anything 
from tyres to toilets regu¬ 
larly dumped throughout the 
Northamptonshire. 

Glynne Malkin, county fly 
tipping enforcement co-ordi- 
nator, said: “It cost in excess 
of £650,000 in the last year, but 
in real terms if you include 
time and resources spent, it is 
probably bordering more like 
£1 million. 

“We are seeing up to 1,000 
a month on average, which is 
probably made up of a minor¬ 
ity of people who do it repeat¬ 
edly. 

“The prosecutions are in¬ 
creasing but we now want 
them to go up dramatically 
and want to turn Northamp¬ 
tonshire into a ‘no tip’ area, 
because there is such a real¬ 
istic chance of being pros¬ 
ecuted.” 

The Northamptonshire 


Waste Partnership, made up 
of Northamptonshire County 
Council and the seven district 
and borough councils, is now 
tackling the problem by rais¬ 
ing people’s awareness of how 
to report fly tipping and their 
responsibilities in regard to 
disposing of waste. 

As part of the crackdown 
Mr Malkin will work with all 
the councils to investigate and 
prosecute fly tippers, by draw¬ 
ing on the methods of trading 
standards and using Smart- 
Water to trace rubbish back 
to its source and using CCTV 
to catch fly tippers in the act. 
People who fly tip anywhere 
risk fines of up to £50,000. 

On a visit to a fly-tipping 
hotspot in Earls Barton Coun¬ 
cillor Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member 
for highways, minerals and 
waste, said: “It is incompre¬ 
hensible that people can still 
think it is okay to disrespect 
the countryside in this way. 

“The sad thing is many peo¬ 
ple think they have paid to 
have their waste disposed of 
properly and then it isn’t.” 

Councillor Chris Millar, 
chairman of the waste part¬ 
nership, said: “In the cur¬ 
rent financial climate it is 
completely unacceptable that 
taxpayers are being forced to 
pick up a bill that we cannot 
afford.”

FAMILIES who have 
moved into the first new 
council houses to be 
built in Northampton for 
20 years have described 
their new homes as 
'wonderful'. 

The family homes in Wood- 
side Way, Kings Heath, which 
range in size from three to 
five bedrooms, were built for 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil after the Government gave 
the authority £450,000 to fund 
the project. 

Mother-of-three Keara Boy- 
lan, aged 24, has moved into a 
three-bedroom house with her 
five-week-old daughter Libby 
and sons Joe, aged six and 
Danny, aged three. 

She said: “It’s amazing 
compared to where I was liv¬ 
ing before. That was above a 
shop in Park Square, Kings 
Heath, where we only had 
two bedrooms. This is a world 
away from that. The kitchen is 
amazing and we didn’t have a 
garden before for them to be 
able to go out and play in.” 


All of the houses have ener¬ 
gy saving features, including 
solar panels on the roofs. They 
also come with a ready-built 
garden shed. 

Cleaner Jason Storey, aged 

36, and his wife Nicola, aged 

37, are moving into a four bed¬ 
room house with their seven 
children. 

Mr Storey said: “It’s a very 
nice place. We were in a three 
bedroom house before, so this 
will be a lot easier for us.” 

The land in Woodside Way 
was previously home to a block 
of derelict garages which had 
been blighted by crime and 
anti-social behaviour. 

The council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, Councillor 
Sally Beardsworth (Lib Dem, 
Kingsthorpe ), who officially 
opened the new homes on 
Monday, said: “I just think the 
new houses are brilliant. This 
was a real problem garage site, 
which was badly vandalised.” 

The homes are rented by the 
council with three bedroom 
properties starting at about 
£90 a week.

Mercedes Benz 300 SLK 


Road Test by Ian Donaldson 


As smooth as SLK... 


M OSTLY, the cars you read about here 
are new models, freshly minted and 
still a rare sight on the road. 

So it might seem a puzzle to see a car 
featured that won’t be around in the sum¬ 
mer, when its successor is due to surface in 
a dealership near you. 

Indeed, Mercedes-Benz has already 
shown a photo or two of the latest SLK, 
destined to take over the mantle as the 
company’s smaller convertible - and hand¬ 
picked transport for lots of lucky people 
who spend their time in the sunshine 
hotspots of the world. 

Here, in a wintry Britain the smart two- 
seater has to convince as a sensible means 
of transport when the roof is firmly up and 
the temperature firmly down. 

It does; this is a car that feels as though 
it has been honed and refined over several 
years of development (it has, of course) and 
feels as solid and squeak free as a well oiled 
bank vault door. 

It won’t provide the gilt edged investment 
you might find in that same vault, but it’s 
a car that ought to hang on to value better 
than most that start out at a not inconsider¬ 
able figure the wrong side of £36,000. 

Especially, and here comes a reason to 
consider it above the car we know is replac¬ 
ing it soon, because it will almost certainly 
cost less than the new baby, and comes 
with a tempting proposition too. 

Mercedes knows that 
run-out models, as 
the trade calls 
them, might 
need a / 

sweet- 


to keep the last examples moving 
along, so offers a very fine auto¬ 
matic transmission in place of the 
car’s usual clutch-and-gearlever 
set up, at the same price. 

That’s a £1,645 saving and pro¬ 
vides one of the best auto boxes 
in the business; smooth as oiled 
silk when you’re simply cruising 
on the way to the beach, or sports 
car sharp when knocked into 
manual mode. 

For this 300 SLK is a deceptive¬ 
ly fast car. With a 3.0 litre engine 
it ought to be brisk, and it is. 

Mercedes limits the top speed to 
155mph (part of a long standing 
gentlemen’s agreement among 
most German car makers) and it 
sprints to 62mph in 6.2 seconds. 

That’s actually a tenth of a second faster 
than the manual model, which also trails 
the auto in the official fuel consumption 
figures. I managed 29.7mpg, so no 
complaints there. 

It’s a 
hardjob 
balanc¬ 
ing the

ent de¬ 
mands of drivers of a car like the 
SLK; lots of time it will be required on 
shopping trips where looking good and not 
disturbing the occupants is most 
important. 

But some¬ 
times, 


when the road turns twisty and the 
traffic melts away, the SLK will have 
to prove its sports car credentials. 
Mostly it does; with an appropriate 
firmness to the steering and the way 
the car tackles bumps. It’s never going 
to be as nimble as something with a 
sharper focus on fast action fun, but 
| there’s satisfaction to be had behind 
the SLK’s nicely contoured, leather- 
| wrapped steering wheel. 

No moans at all about the thorough 
way Mercedes has made the car pleas¬ 
ant to drive with the metal folding roof 
stowed in the boot (decently sized, even 
when part filled by a retracted top) and 
the sun isn’t even shining. 

Add together the warming potential 
of a volcanic heater, heated seats that 
F could coddle eggs and the optional 
(£355) Airscarf system that blows warmed 
air through a slot in the seat at neck height 
and you can go topless in anything bar fall¬ 
ing rain. 

It doesn’t half help to brighten even 
the dullest winter day. Better still may be 
the thought that buyers of this particular 
Mercedes have never been in a stronger 
position to ask for a little bit 
off the bill.

JOSH WALKER has re¬ 
vealed he turned down 
offers to play in npower 
League One to join the Cob¬ 
blers - a decision he de¬ 
scribes as a ‘no-brainer.’ 

And the Watford midfield¬ 
er believes Town are one of 
the best teams in their divi¬ 
sion - when they are given 
time on the ball to produce 
their passing game. 

Walker is currently on 


loan at Sixfields for the 
second time after the club 
secured his services until 
the end of the current cam¬ 
paign. 

Completing that deal rep¬ 
resented something of a 
coup for Ian Sampson - who 
signed Walker last term but 
lost the player to a shoulder 
injury three games into his 
stay - as there was competi¬ 
tion from a higher level for 


the 22-year-old’s signature. 

But the playmaker was 
not interested in league 
one football. 

“I had a few options to 
go and play in league one 
but I just felt the way those 
teams were playing in that 
league, because they were 
struggling, wouldn’t suit 
me,” he said. 

“I knew Northampton 
were a team that like to 


play football and from last 
Tuesday night you could 
see they have got some 
players who are very good 
on the ball here. 

“When we’re given time 
to play we’re one of the 
best sides in the league. 
Saturday wasn’t one of 
those days and we need to 
move on quickly from that 
now.” 

Having prior knowledge 


of the club was in the Cob¬ 
blers’ favour when they 
looked to bring in Walker, 
as was the presence on the 
staff of two former Mid¬ 
dlesbrough colleagues, de¬ 
fender John Johnson and 
assistant manager Malcolm 
Crosby. 

Such factors made the de¬ 
cision to return to Sixfields 
a ‘no-brainer’ for the mid¬ 
fielder.

Reihana 
aiming to 
win new 
contract 


BRUCE REIHANA says 
he is determined to take 
his chance in the Saints 
first team as he bids 
to earn a fresh deal at 
Franklin's Gardens. 

The 34-year-old, who has 
been a regular fixture in the 
Northampton side since his 
arrival in 2002, has seen his 
game time limited during this 
campaign. 

Paul Diggin, Joe Ansbro 
and prodigious talent Jamie 
Elliot have all impressed in 
the absence of England ace 
Chris Ashton, meaning Rei¬ 
hana has been forced to sit it 
out on the sidelines. 

But he has been back in the 
starting line-up for the past 
two games, and last Saturday 
landed three conversions as 
Saints mounted a second half 
revival to see off Leeds Carn¬ 
egie in the LV= Cup. 

With Ashton set to stay 
with England until the end of 


March, Reihana knows this is 
his chance to stake his claim 
for a new deal. 

He is now in his testimo¬ 
nial year at Saints and it’s 
understood there is an op¬ 
tion for Reihana to extend his 
contract for another season, 
depending on the amount of 
games he plays. 

And the former All Blacks 
international, who has played 
224 times for Saints, scoring 
1,022 points in the process, is 
adamant he wants to play on 
for another year at the Gar¬ 
dens. 

“I certainly do, it has become 
my home away from home,” 
said Reihana. “I have lived for 
a long time here and it is cer¬ 
tainly a place I want to carry 
on playing at. I have just got to 
keep my head down. 

“I know what it is about, 
you have got to earn your way 
back into the squad and if you 
get a chance you have got to 
take it.” 


Reihana will get another op¬ 
portunity to shine on the big 
stage this weekend as Saints 
host arch rivals Saracens in 
the Aviva Premiership (ko 
12.30pm). 

Both sides will be missing 
players due to the Six Nations 
and it will be an acid test for 
the strength of the respective 
squads. 

But Reihana is fully confi¬ 
dent in his team-mates and 
feels Saints now have more 
options than ever as they bid 
to win both the Aviva Pre¬ 
miership and Heineken Cup 
this season. 

He said: “The squad is the 
best we have had since I have 
been here, we have got a lot of 
strength in depth right into 
the Academy. 

“With guys stepping up to 
internationals or getting in¬ 
jured, whatever, we have got 
quality guys to fill those spots. 
We have got to keep pushing 
ourselves.”
